Carl Hansen, a'seaman, was on tbe 


lookout on the Giorgio when the col- 
lision . happened. 
The loom .of. the 


collier, a huge dark mass, 
showed 


suddenly close aboard the fruiter at 
2.30 a. m. Tuesday. Hansen ran aft, 
shouting the alarm to the bridge. The 
government vessel first smote 
the 


fruiter on the starboard side, after 
which she came back and swiped her 
again, this time 'on Ihe port bow. 


As Hansen rushed afl 
the 
steel 


foremast of the Marcellus fell athwart 
the deck of the Giorgio, striking the 
spot .which he had just left. 


The Marcellus, -which had receiv- 


ed the heavier and more serious blow 
drew back Into the blackness of the 
nlghl. 
Capt. Larson of the Rosario 


also reversed and came lo a dead 
stop.

A most remarkable feature,.of the 


sensational happening Is that he dpea 
not yet know who shot him. 'He has 
not asked abtiut it' and no one has 
volunteered the'information. 


While his life .Is still in danger from 


any one 
of several 
complications 


Which are always, to be feared In such 
cases, his physicians are hourly growr 
ing more hopeful of his recovery. 


The optimistic feeling In this re- 


spect does hot show In the bulletins 
Issued from time tb time as much as 
it docs in the relieved expression on 
their'faces. 
They are cautious about 


exaggerating the favorable condition 
of their patient, but they are jubilant 
at the progress.ho is making. 


His temperature hovered about the 


hundred mark all day and at no time 
was there even a suggestion pf fever, 
To all Inquiries the mayor replied that 
he was feeling fine. 


No effort has been made to probe 


for the fragments of Gallaher's bul- 
let which an examination disclosed to 
be located among some of the unim- 
portant tissues of the throat. 


Some of the physicians fear that the 


bullet may have bruised one of the 
Important arteries,, but it will, take 
several days to determine If ihls Is so. 


Mayor Gaynor conversed with Mrs. 


Oaynor for nearly three hours, yester- 
day.aft^rrnoon. * He assured 'her"; that 
he was 'feeling splendidly .and'.tlien 
proceeded to,tell her-how'hungry he 
was. 
Ho convinced her that there 


was a conspiracy on foot to starve him 
and soon had-tier all smiles with his 
humorous references to the .economy 
of the commlss'ary department..

"JERSEY JUSTICE" 


It It Expected to Make New Record 


In thc.Caee of Gallagher ' 


James J. Gallagher ;was especially 


cheeVful after lid was visited by his 
lawyer, Samuel T. Jacktoff, in the 
Jersey City jail shortly before noon. 
During the afternoon he smiled pleas- 
antly at those who peered through the 
grating and some of his fellow prison- 
ers say that occasionally he' sang 
snatches of songs. His lawyer stated 
that an Insanity defense would he en- 
tered in his behalf. 


The machinery for Gallagher's trial 


has started and Prosecutor Garyln an- 
nounced that, far-famed- Jersey justice 
is out for a- new speed record in his 
case. It is pldnned'to have the grand 
jury indict Gallagher before the end of 
this week and place him on trial Mon- 
day morning. 


It Is expected that two Indictments 


will be found'.against him, one charg-

MURDER OTTWO MAYORS 


Revenue the Motive In the Cases of 


, :TBbusernan and Harrison 


The most" recent assassination of a 


mayor of an American city was that 
two weeks ago of Mayor A. H. Bouse- 
mun, who was blown to death by a 
dynamite bomb hurled beneath a ham- 
mock in which he was resting on the 
lawn In front of his home, in Ridge- 
way, Va. 


The murder was the work| of a 


crank. 'The assassin has not yet been 
caught and not even a clue to his 
Identity has been found. 
Presumably 


the billing by several, policemen of a 
negro whom "they had mistaken In a 
hunt for a fugitive led up to the de- 
struction of Bouseman. 
. 


As mayor of the Virginia city 


Bouseman served also as the police 
judge: • At hia direction the policemen I 
who accidentally shot 
the Innocent 


negro were sent upon the hunt for the 
real criminal. 
The negro population 


of the town openly accused the mayor 
of responsibility for the act of the 
police. 


Probably the most sensational mur- 


der of the chief magistrate of any city 
In this country was .that pf Carter 
Harrison, mayor of Chicago, In his 
home there on the eveiilng of Oct. 28, 
1S93. 
His death was due to the dis- 


torted mind of a 
crank, 
Eugene 


Prcndergast, a newspaper carrier, to 
be rid of whom he had promised a 
place in the city government soon 
after his election to the mayoralty in 
the preceding April. 


Thci murder of Harrison occurred 


in his home, where he was shot three 
times by the disappointed Prender- 
gast as he walked from the room in 
which he had been dining with his 
sou and daughters into the hallway, 
where he had been called by a maid 
to meet his assassin. 


Mayor Harrison's 
death 
occurred 


practically on the eve of his second 
marriage. 
Although he was 68 years 


old, he was to have been 
married 


within a month of the day he was shot 
to Miss Anne Howard, 23 years old. 
Harrison was first chosen as mayor 
of Chicago In 1S79 and served con- 
tinuously for eight years. Later he 
was defeated for election as governor 
of Illinois and as United States sena- 
tor, to be returned as mayor follow- 
ing the election In 1893. 


Prendergast, who had hoped until 


the last moment that the death sen- 
tence would at least be reduced to 'one 
of life imprisonment, was hanged on 
July 13, 189*.

New York,- Aug. 11.—Walter A. 


llrooklns, the most daring'of young 
aviators, deliberately Disked his-life 
at the aviation field at.Asbury Park, 
N. J., to avoid hitting a crowd ot 
protographers, and crashed to the 
earth In his Wright biplane. 


Brookins was burled ' under 
the 


overturned machine and was caught 
between, the earth and the heavy 
motor'that had been displaced by the 
fall, while seven other, persons .'were 
caught by parts of the descending ma- 
chine and hurled In different direc- 
tions bruised and .battered..-. One boy 
Is believed to h^;fatally injured. 


The enact extent of. Brooicins' In- 


juries is not yet known. 
His nose 


was broken, but what the doctors are 
anxious about is the possibility of In- 
ternal Injuries. 


The wind was blowing at a 25-mile 


clip' from the southeast when Brook- 
Ins made his appearance on the field. 
It was the first? public demonstration 
of the starting of a Wright machine 
from the wheels. The machine'rolled 


long toward the center of the field 


for about 200 feet and then rose beaiir 
tlfully to a height of about 160 feet 
cm the first turn.

At the first circle the aeroplane did 


not seem much affected by the wind, 
being in part protected' by' the .tall 
trees, but on the second turn as the 
machine rose above, the treetops the 
fragile craft rocked and rolled.

As the wind caught the tail it lifted 


it in the air; turning the nose of the 
machine downward, and It went to 
earth, crashing to the ground a foot 
from the end of the grandstand. Those 
injured were unable to ;get out of the 
way when the flying parts of the ma- 
chine scattered.

>ablu(it, while ho IB In Beverly this 
week, Is -the Information i'b^t is dis- 
closed hero on high authority, it is 
now well1 known In Washington that 
the man who is setllni: the forces In 
motion' to have Balllnger get out of 
the Cabinet is Private Secretary Nor- 


ton. 
Miv Norton, since he has been 


in the position of private secretary 
to the President, has shown himself 
possessed of keen political acumen. 
Ho is Impressed by the complaints of 
iioliticians whiclr are reaching Bever- 
ly that Hallinger's presence In the 
lablnet Is an obstacle to Republican 
TOCCC.-S in tho present campaign. How 
far, Mr. Norton has the backing .of 
Mr. Taft can only bo conjectured. It 
cannot be assumed he is doing what 
he knows his chief would <lisapprove. 


That Che mission of Senator Crane 


In so far as it related to removing 
Balllnger from the cabinet was a fail- 
ure and that the publicity given it 
prevented its success is the statement 
made here In well-informed quarters. 
Now It is -said Mr. Norton takes the 
view that Hitchcock, having 
been 


chiefly instrumental In getting Ballln- 
;er Into the cabinet, should be chief- 
ly Instrumental in getting him out. 


Whether Mr. Hitchcock would see

HAS SEEN, PASES AWAY. 


Baltimore, Aug. 11.—Joe Cans, one 


of the cleverest boxers the world over 
saw died at his home here Wednesday 
morning after a plucky fight against 
death. 


He was tlio lightweight champion 


for several years and when in his 
prime there- was not a. boxer that 
could beat him on points. 


In the last of 'his career as a boxer 


ho was feeble and had no right to box 
but lie went on eager to got the mon- 
ey he knew he must'have U> spend 
his last days on. 


He was born in Baltimore, Nov. 2, 
r>, 


1874. 
He was a lightweight in reality 


having no trouble in keeping at the 
weight of '33 pounds. 


During his career as a boxer he 


fought 155 battles and 
was 
never 


afraid to take on any boxer. 
Some 


of the men he fought were much heav- 
ier than lie was but when he was go- 
Ing his beat none of them could beat 
him. 


The biggest purse he ever got was 


?11,000 when, Sept. 3, 1UOG, ho fought 
and beat Battling Nelson. The purse 
was $33,500, hut Hie little colored man 
was content to be sure of the $11,- 
000.

Sept. 9, 1907, at a time when already 
the ravages of consumption wcro be- 
ginning to tell on him. The bout went 
for 21 rounds, Gans showing great 
pluck but the strength and stamina 
of the younger man told and Cans 
was finally knocked out. 


Cans' condition became-so critical 


last spring .that he went to Denver 
in -tho-ihope of prolonging his life In 
the high altitude, but he steadily fail- 
ed and at last made a flying race with 
death' for liomc, beating out the grim 
reaper by a few days. His desire to 
die at homo with his mother was th» 
most pitiful thing In his whole career. 


As a boxer he has been accused of 


pulling bouts, but if he ever did so It 
was at a time when It was hard for 
him to get the money that he must 
ha'vo to live on. 


He was without degbt one of the 


best boxers the world has ever seen, 
and It is with genuine SOTOW that 
many of the older followers of the 
boxing game heard of his death. 


Joe Cans' true name was Grant, 


the name of Gans having been fast- 
ened upon him early In his ring car- 
eer by a mistake of a referee. 


Gans won tho title of lightweight 


champion from Frank Erne, at Fort 
Erie, in one round, in 1902, and lost it 
to "Battling" Nelson in 1908 in the 
seventeenth round.
